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WHAT  IS  BARBERSHOPPING? 


BY  P.  W.  JACKSON 


In  music,  as  in  other  things,  there  are  as  many  forms  oi  ex- 
pression and  nuances  of  meaning  as  there  are  participants  therein. 
Music  has  been  in  every  land  and  language  since  the  beginning 
of  man.  It  is  the  vibrant,  essentially  natural  voice  of  every 
emotion,  every  feeling  and  depth  oi  sensory  perception  to  which 
we  humans  are  subject.  There  have  been,  in  music,  all  classes 
and  types.  Epic  music,  operatic  tomes,  light  and  scintillating 
dance  music,  foil:  tunes,  national  characterizations  with  ac- 
companying instrumental  identities,  and  pure  vocal  exuberances 
. . . all  these,  and  countless  others,  have  been  a part  of  music 
for  centuries.  Music  has  helped  to  shape  the  destinies  of  men  and 
nations,  of  every  land  and  every  people  — there  have  been,  in 
history,  no  exceptions. 

In  America,  back  in  the  sporadic,  ebullient  bul  colorful  and 
tradition-packed  1890's,  a distinctive  form  of  music  was  tremendous- 
ly in  vogue.  Tonic  and  satisfying,  it  %vas  as  American  as  apple 
pie,  and  it  was  heard  — to  the  great  benefit  of  its  listeners  — 
everywhere.  It  belonged  to  that  gay  era  of  horse-hair  sofas,  plush 
parlors  and  fringed-top  surreys.  It  was  a national  habit,  and  a 
healthy  one.  It  was  Barber  Shop  Quartet  Harmony.  Despite  its 
name  — the  exact  origin  of  which  is  still  somewhat  obscure  — ft 
was  not  confined  to  the  ornate  tonsorial  establishments  ol  that 
period.  It  could  be  heard,  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  on 
street  corners  under  gas-lit  lamps  and  in  drawing  rooms  and 
billiard  parlors  — anywhere  that  musical  or  vocal  males  would 
gather.  Neither  urban  or  rural,  it  was  universal.  It  had  no 
geography.  Then,  in  the  crowded,  breathless  proqress  that  came 
with  the  early  1900's,  this  deeply  satisfying  and  really  great 
American  mode  of  melodic  expression  became  less  and  less  in 
evidence. 

This  unhappy  state  of  affairs  continued,  more  or  less  generally 
until,  in  1938,  an  inspired  attorney,  O.  C.  Cash,  ol  Tulsa,  Okla- 
homa, invited  a few  friends  to  his  home,  one  memorable  evening, 
to  sing!  They  met,  they  sang,  and  they  loved  it.  This  portentous 
gathering  marked  the  birth  of  what  is  now  known  by  the  altogether 
imposing  title  of  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  and  Encourage- 
ment of  Barber  Shop  Quartet  Singing  in  America.  Incorporated.  It 
has  grov/n,  as  any  such  genuinely  good  thing  must  grow,  until, 
now  only  in  its  ninth  year  of  established  being,  the  Society  num- 
bers some  380  individual  chapters,  with  a national  membership  of 
more  than  20,000  enthusiastic  proponents  of  this  truly  American 
brand  of  vocal  legerdemain 

The  revival  of  barber  shop  quartet  harmony  has  Immeasurably 
improved  it,  of  course.  It  is,  today,  an  exact  science  and  has  all 
the  perfection  that  any  form  of  musical  expression  deserves,  plus 
the  natural  robustness  that  so  particularly  distinguishes  it  and  is 
so  purely  its  own.  It  is  still  growing  and  will  continue  to  gro w. 
Because  it  is,  at  once,  the  medium  of  tonal  expression  and  emo- 
tional outlet  of  so  many  thousands  ol  American  men  from  every 
conceivable  walk  of  life.  Architects  to  zoologists,  short  men.  fat 


men,  tall  and  lank,  old  and  young,  rich  and  poor  alike  — they 
are,  every  one  oi  them  barborshoppeis.  They  all  wear  the 
same  camaraderie  and  share  the  same  fellowship  that  every 
member  ol  this  distinctive  Society  enjoys.  There  Is  not  — nor  can 
there  be  — any  more  truly  democratic  organization  anywhere  in 
the  world.  It  knows  no  religion,  no  creed,  no  politics  — it  has  no 
social  strata  and  practices  no  prejudice  nor  discrimination.  Its 
only  qualifications  are  the  elemental  requirements  of  character,  a 
pair  ol  lungs  and  the  desiro  to  sing.  It  is,  ol  course,  a man's 
organization  — a tradition  that  has  hold  slnco  its  incoption.  The 
ladies,  bless  their  hearts,  have  tried  to  assemble  the  equivalent  of 
an  auxiliary  organization  several  times.  They've  almost  suc- 
ceeded on  occasion  but,  thus  tar,  the  national  Society  remains 
an  all-male  aggregation.  There  are,  it  is  true,  several  fominlno 
quartets  throughout  the  country  who  sing  barber  shop  songs  in 
feminine  harmony.  We've  boon  fortunate  enough,  In  fact,  to  have 
presented  on  this  program  two  ol  those  an  all  fominlno  quartet 
from  Sheboyqan,  Wisconsin,  the  Chordottes,  and  a throe-girl  and 
one-man  quartet  from  rlqht  hero  in  Louisville,  the  Kentucky 
Chordinals.  They  aro  outstanding  and  they  do  a swell  Job,  Wo 
like  ’em.  They  enthrall  us.  They  appeal  to  us,  as  barbershopperu 
— but  they  still  can't  come  lo  our  meetings. 

Louisville  has  hud,  In  the  Iasi  two  yoars,  one  ol  the  most 
significant  demonstrations  of  the  phonomonal  growth  ol  barbor- 
shopplnq  that  has  booit  noted  anywhere  in  the  counliy.  In  July, 
19*15.  a group  ol  friends  assembled  al  llio  homo  ol  F.  W.  Dry 
brouglr.  Il  was  a similar  gathering  lo  Ural  in  Tulsa,  seven  yoarn 
earlier.  For,  by  the  ond  ol  lire  altornoon,  the  Louisville  Chaplet 
ol  the  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A,  was  In  existence  with  33  charier  members, 
the  lirsl  such  chapter  In  Kentucky.  From  litis  boginning,  tho 
chapter  has  gone  through  its  socond  year  with  256  momborsl  It 
is  now  lire  lour  lit  largest  In  the  country,  and  ti  potent  factor  In  the 
lives  ol  ils  ardonl  membership.  Each  ol  its  moolinqs,  on  tho  lirsl 
and  third  Mondays  oi  ovory  month,  attracts  many  vtsilonr,  most  ol 
whom  return  another  Unto  to  bocomo  mombors.  Barborshopplng 
has  a contagious  appeal.  Tho  Louisville  Chapter  chorus,  of 
nearly  100  malo  voices,  is  among  lire  lineal  any  whore.  II  has 
foslerod  and  developed  many  outstanding  quarlols,  among  which 
llie  Kentucky  Troubadors  have  been  pro-eminent  and  aro  tho 
present  Kentucky  champions.  The  enthusiasm  and  dovollon  oi  tho 
membership  ol  Iho  Louisville  Chapter  are  a splondld  tribute  lo  tho 
leadership  ol  ils  officers  and  diroclors  and  a filling  losllmonlal  lo 
Ihe  qonius  and  ability  ol  ils  musical  director.  Bob  Islng.  They 
are,  loo,  Iruo  manileslallons  of  the  spirit  of  Barber  Shop  Harmony 
and  everything  Ihal  Iho  S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  stands  for. 

Louisville  has  become,  vory  generously,  "Barber  Shop"  con- 
scious and  we.  ol  Ihe  Louisville  Chaplor,  unite  in  expressing  our 
deep  appreciation  lor  your  whole -hearted  approbation  and  sup- 
port. Thank  you  for  coming,  il  was  grand  having  you  and  a real 
pleasure  lo  sing  lor  you.

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The  Story  of  the  Beginning  of  Louisville  Chapter 


The  Louisville  Chapter  ol  the  Society  for  the  Preser- 
vation and  Encouragement  of  Barber  Shop  Quartet 
Singing  in  America,  Inc.,  started  casually  on  the 
afternoon  of  July  11th,  1945,  at  the  home  of  F.  W. 
Drybrough  who  had  invited  a couple  of  dozen  of  his 
friends  to  listen  in  on  some  "Barber  Shop"  quartet 
harmony  and  talk  over  the  possibility  of  forming  a 
local  Chapter.  Twice  the  number  of  friends  came, 
including  Jerry  Beeler,  president  of  the  Evansville, 
Indiana,  Chapter. 

That  same  afternoon,  the  Louisville  Chapter  of  the 
S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A.  was  born,  with  33  charter  members. 
The  Chapter  has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  until 
the  Roster  now  shows  a membership  of  256  fully  paid 
up  members.  The  original  officers  of  the  Louisville 
Chapter  were: — F.  W.  Drybrough,  President;  Rudy 
E.  Fritsch,  1st  Vice-President;  Chas.  Allen  Gage,  2nd 
Vice-President;  Jack  Byrne,  Secretary  and  Editor  of 
"Harmony  Swipes";  John  W.  Kelly,  Treasurer; 


Adolph  Reutlinger,  Director,  and  Jerry  Everbach,  Di- 
rector. Its  charter  was  presented  officially  on  June 
10,  1946,  by  Owen  C.  Cash,  National  Founder  of  the 
Society,  at  an  impressive  ceremony  in  the  Henry 
Clay  Hotel  Ball  Room.

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THE  KENTUCKY  TROUBADOURS 

Molher  of  Sorrows  Catholic  Church,  Louisville,  staged  a minstrel  show  in  the  fall  of  1938  and  the  choirs  of 
several  Catholic  Churches  were  combed  for  talent.  The  up-shot  of  this  was  an  interlocutor,  a double  quartet 
and  six  end  men.  The  praise  of  this  group  was  high.  The  men  received  much  enjoyment  from  this  new  ven- 
ture and  decided  to  stay  together  and  put  on  more  shows,  and  thus  was  born  the  Troubadour  Minstrels. 

They  put  on  many  shows  for  charity,  which  took  them  to  cities  as  far  as  50  miles  from  Louisville.  Then  the 
war  broke  out  and  one  by  one  the  Troubadour  Minstrels  was  dissolved  until  it  boiled  down  to  four  men  who 
are  now  known  as  the  Kentucky  Troubadours.  For  a period  of  about  a year  the  organization  was  down  to  two 
men;  the  other  two  having  gone  into  the  armed  forces.  After  the  war  the  Kentucky  Troubadour  Quartet  was 
reorganized  and  is  now  cm  active  Barbershop  Quartet,  appearing  on  many  SPEBSQSA  Quartet  Parades  in 
various  sections  of  the  country. 

Last  summer  they  appeared  on  a parade  of  Quartets  at  Charlevoix,  Michigan,  some  700  miles  from  Louis- 
vi  e.  This  winter  they  are  scheduled  to  appear  on  Parades  at  Terre  Haute,  Brazil,  East  Chicago,  Evans- 
ville, Indiana,  and  Charleston,  Illinois,  and  have  signed  for  singing  dates  locally  at  church  affairs,  service 
clubs  and  banquets. 


THE  FIRESIDERS 

Way  back  in  47  (pardon  us— 1947),  a baritone  and  tenor  were  seen  snooping  around,  hunting  diligently 
ior  a bass  and  lead.  Object;  A barbershop  quartet.  The  search  was  successful  and  a new  quartet  The 
Firesiders,  came  into  being. 

The  new  group  decided  to  enter  the  regional  contest  for  this  area,  so  they  practiced  two  numbers  indus- 
triously in  order  to  qualify.  An  over  night  change  in  the  rules  would  have  been  disastrous  (or  the  boys  since 
they  knew  only  two  songs.  However,  The  Firesiders,  a month  old  quartet,  traveled  to  Indianapolis  in  May 
for  the  contest.  Being  modest  fellows,  they  will  tell  you  that  they  made  a credible  showing.  Actually,  they 
placed  seventh  among  this  seasoned,  high-ranking  competition.  If  hard  work  is  Hie  secret  in  measuring  the 
success  of  a top  notch  quartet,  THE  FIRESIDERS  are  destined  to  go  far  in  national  repute. 


THE  KENTUCKY  CHORDINALS 

The  Kentucky  Chordinals,  like  most  other  quartets,  had  an  accidental  beginning.  It  was  at  a Christmas 
parly  at  the  Pendennis  Club  that  the  three  girls  got  together  in  a very  impromptu  mariner  and  began  to  fake 
some  three  part  harmony. 

They  were  overheard  by  Louisville's  father  of  barbershopping,  F.  W.  Drybrough,  who  promptly  suggested 
that  they  find  themselves  a bass  and  get  organized  in  the  usual  manner.  Without  doing  much  about  it  the 
girls  were  content  to  do  trio  work  with  accompaniment  (Mary  Alice  plays  piano)  until  March,  when  they  wore 
introduced  to  Bob.  From  then  on  they  were  launched. 

Since  early  summer  this  group  has  sung  at  all  of  the  barbershop  chapter  functions  and  at  many  other 
social  and  business  conventions  and  parties.  This  quartet,  like  all  others,  comes  from  various  walks  of  life, 
Bob  being  a sales  promotion  manager  for  RCA  Victor  records;  Martha  a housewife  with  a beautiful  three-year- 
old  daughter;  Mary  Alice  (who  is,  incidentally,  Martha's  twin)  a secretary,  and  Margaret  a housewife  and  vocal 
teacher.

The  Story  of 

TWO  BARBERSHOPPERS 


Several  years  ago  lire  exact  number  is  ol  no 
particular  importance  two  little  boys  played  to- 
gether on  a little  dirt  street  on  the  then  outskirts  of 
Evansville,  Indiana.  They  were  Madison  Avenue 
playmates  — they  spent  their  time  together;  went  to 
school  together;  grew  up  together. 

One  of  these  boys  was  endowed  with  much 
natural  musical  ability  soon  he  became  proficient 
on  the  piano  then,  one  by  one,  on  virtually  every 
other  musical  instrument.  The  other,  although  lack- 
ing the  instrumental  dexterity  of  the  first,  had  a pro- 
found sense  of  musical  appreciation  and  understand- 
ing and  an  eager  pair  of  lungs.  So,  vocally,  they 
were  on  common  ground,  musically,  and  they  reg- 
ularly lifted  their  juvenile,  soprano  voices  in  song, 
generally  with  two  others,  in  the  quartet  style  ol 
harmonizing  so  popular  in  that  day. 


Today,  F.  W.  "Fritz"  Drybrough  is  the  founder  and 
President  of  the  Louisville,  Kentucky,  Chapter, 
S.P.E.B.S.O-S.A.  J.  D.  "Jerry"  Beeler  is  the  founder 
and  President  of  the  Evansville,  Indiana,  Chapter,  Di- 
rector of  its  Chorus  and  an  International  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  S.P.E.B.S.O-S.A.  These  are  the  two  little 
boys  of  the  Madison  Avenue  of  years  ago.  It  is 
doubtful  if  two  more  "natural"  Barbershoppers  exist 
anywhere.  They  are  still,  and  have  been  through  the 
years,  the  closest  friends,  and,  although  the  ex- 
igencies of  business  kept  "Jerry"  in  Evansville  and 
brought  "Fritz"  to  Louisville,  they  see  each  other 
every  week  or  so,  and  are  as  one  in  their  devotion 
and  enthusiasm  for  Barbershopping.  Jerry  is  now 
President  of  the  American  Barge  Lines  and  Vice- 
President  and  General  Manager  of  the  Mead-Johnson 
Terminal,  Evansville.  Fritz  is  President  of  the  United 
Mercantile  Agencies  and  its  associated  companies  — 
and  both  are  King-Pin  Barbershoppers  in  their  re- 
spective communities.
